WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).—

They've 
been averaging so many hits the 
Zeros no longer strafe our boys, 
which is a Godsend. The snipers 
are bad enough because it’s almost 
impossible to spot them in the 
trees to which they've tied them- 
selves, 

“But when we do spot them it’s 
‘allyho’ and down comes a yellow 
skunk.” 

“Sniper” Warning. 

As I talked to Col. Arthur, the 
whine of a .25-caliber bullet—a dis- 
tinct soprano sound compared with 
our .30s—brought a shout, “Sniper, 
everybody down!” 

Marines, officers and this cor- 
respondent hugged the earth. The 
sniper, atop one of the hundreds 
of trees which all look alike, con- 
tinued to fire at minute intervals. 

The Marines readied their rifles, 
searching out the forest top, and 
the cross rifle fire caused a ter- 
rific din. As quickly as it started, 
the firing ceased, but whether the 
sniper was silenced by Marines or 
voluntarily was unknown. 

“That’s the way it goes,” Col. 
Arthur explained. 

“The Japs infiltrate in the night, 
hide out in the tree-tops, and al- 
though it’s suicidal they continue 
such tactics day after day. The 
are good fighters but poor so 
diers.” 

The colonel left the seeming 
paradox unexplained. 

“This is the first time they’ve 
ever met their match. They won't 
surrender. It’s a fight of exter- 
mination. Even when we have the 
yellow-bellies downwind we have to 
blow them out of their foxholes, 
shoot them down, blast them out 
of caves, and bayonet them. 

Americans Quick on Trigger. 

“They do the same to our boys 
if they get a chance but, thank 
God, they’ve not had much chance 
because our boys are too fast both 
with the trigger and bayonet.” 

Col. Arthur said that during 
heavy artillery fire the Japanese 
would yell in. English, “You're 
short, you're short,” but that the 
attempted trick backfired when a 
check showed the fire was not 
short and apparently was hitting 
where it would do the most good.

Youth Drowns at Post as 
He Launches Lifeboat 
—Others Refuse Seat 
in Overcrowded Craft. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)-— 
The valor of American seamen 
was credited today with saving the 


lives of many—of their shipmates 
and passengers on four torpedoed 
United Nations vessels. In two 
East Coast ports, survivors of the 
merchant shigs, sunk in October 
and November, told of the man 
who risked drowning to patch a 
lifeboat; the young seaman who 
gave his life to lower a boat for 
others; and of those who chose 
certain death rather than over- 
crowd a boatload of survivors. 

One ship, which carried surviv- 
ors of six earlier sinkings, three 
of which were announced previ- 
ously by the Navy, was torpedoed 
in a daylight attack early last 
month off South America. Alto- 
gether 135 men are dead or miss- 
ing from this action, the Navy re- 
ported last night. 

Hit by Two Torpedoes. 

Two torpedoes struck the medi- 
um-sized merchantman and it sank 
in about 10 minutes. The ship 
carried 299 persons, including 169 
American seamen saved from the 
six other sunken vessels. 

While only 164 were rescued, the 
loss of life would have been heav- 
ier but for the heroism of at 
least two men. One was an un- 
identified young seaman who 
cranked a loaded lifeboat down its 
davits as the sea swirled around 
his legs and then carried him 
down with his ship. Another was 
Seaman Frederick J. Mills of De- 
troit, who patched up a shattered 
lifeboat at sea with salvaged can- 
vas. Desperate shipmates clung to 
his feet as he worked with head 
and shoulders under water until 
he was blue with cold and gasp- 
ing for breath. 

Sixty men were pulled from the 
water into the craft. Bailing con- 
stantly and rowing with damaged 
oars they reached the South 
American coast after eight days. 
Two of the group died later. 

“When we moved away,” Mills 
recounted on reaching an Ameri- 
can port, “about 50 men were on 
little rafts or clinging to wreck- 
age. We tried to coax a couple 
more to come with us, but they 
said no, they would stay where 
they were, They were afraid their 
weight would sink us. I haven't 
much hope that they are alive 
now.” 

Mills told, for example, of Lieut. 
(jg) Thomas Monroe Leoby Jr. 
of San Diego, a former San FrYan- 
cisco lawyer, who was urged to 
get in the lifeboat. Leoby,, who 
had been in command of the gun 
crew on one of the vessels sunk 
earlier in the South Atlantic, swam 
to the boat and saw how crowded 
it was, Mills said, and refused to 
come aboard, 

had given his lifebelt to 
some other person, so the group 
in Mills’ boat threw Leoby an- 
other. He waved and swam back 
to a hatch cover. 

At his home in Detroit, Mills 
scoffed at the survivors’ tales of 
his heroism, He dismissed his 
feat with a “phooey, I'm not a 
hero. All the heroes are dead. 

Other Torpedoings. 

Woodside C. Richardson, 30-

—The historic battleship Oregon, 
covered with rust and glory, was 
tossed on the scrapheap yesterday. 


Representative Lyndon B. Jonn- 
son (Dem.), Texas, declared at 
junking ceremonies attended by 
city and State officials and Navy 
and Army officers that it also is 
time to scrap inefficiency and 
deadwood in our Government. 
“While we have fighting to do 
abroad, we. have scrapping to do 
at home,” said Johnson, a mem- 
ber of the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee and a Lieutenant Commander 
in the Navy who served in the 
South Pacific.

night. 

The only services that still ac- 
cepted applications for military 
service were the Army and Naval 
Officer Procurement Boards, the 
WAACs and the WAVES, which 
did not come under the provisions 
of the order. 

An urgent appeal was issued by 
all recruiting stations for the men 
between 18 and 38, who applied for 
enlistmerit prior to last Saturday 
at midnight, to report to their re- 
cruiting offices for induction ex- 
aminations. 

Lieut. Col. E. N. Frakes, offiter 
in charge of army recruiting, who, 
like officers of the other services, 
halted voluntary enlistments yes- 
terday, said he had approximately 
200 men to be inducted before 
next Tuesday in the regular army 
and about 1350 to be processed 
for the Army Aviation Cadet 
Corps. Col. Frakes is only accept- 
ing men between 38 and 45 who 
have some technical skill, needed 
by the army, provided they are 
not employed in a war industry. 

The Navy recruiting office must 
examine about 3000 men by the 
deadline, Lieut.

They were elected dis- 
trict delegates to the National Con- 
ivention in Chicago, and they were 
among the Missouri politicians who 
received money from the fund used 
in the campaign of Gov. Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois for the presi- 
dential nomination. Their shares 
were $2500 each.) 

‘The two leading contenders at 
the meeting. of the Republican 
committee to pick a successor to 
4Joe Martin were Werner W. 
Schroeder, the national committee- 
man for Illinois, and Frederick E. 
Baker of the State of Washington. 
On the first ballot Baker got 40 
votes and Schroeder 40; on the 
second, the score was Baker 43 
and Schroeder 38. There was no 
majority. The sweetness-and-light 
session which Martin had planned 
was close to turning into a row. 

Elder Statesmen Take Over. 

As at Chicago in 1920, elder 
statesmen of the party rose to the 
occasion.

CITY HAS SECOND 
THICK SMOKE PALL 
OF HEATING SEASON 


Fewer Smoky Days In Novem- 
ber Than in Any Similar 
Month Since 1939. 


St. Louis experienced its second 
thick smoke pall of the current 
heating season today. The Weath- 
er Bureau also reported light fog. 
The first thick smoke on Oct. 28 
lasted 45 minutes, while today, the 
thick pall continued to hang over 
the city until 1:45 p.m. when it 
became moderate. A haze atill 
covered the city at 3:30 p. m. 

November had fewer smoky days 
than any previous November since 
the Weather Bureau adopted its 
present stan@ards of measurement 
in January, 1939. Only two mod- 
erate smoke palls occurred last 
month and they were quickly dis- 
sipated. 

In November, 1941, there were 
four thick palls and 10 moderate 
ones, while November, 1940, had 
nine moderate days of smoke and 
one thick pall.

The midnight communique as 
well as the noon official report 
said Nazi tank columns were 
active. 

Describing tank engagements, 
the early communique said: 

“On the central front our troops 
repulsed German counterattacks 
and forged ahead. In the area 
west of Rzhev the Germans were 
driven out of two centers of re 
sistance. A battalion of Germans, 
supported by 20 tanks, attempted 
to attack but, was repulsed, losing 
two tanks. 

“The Germans qliso launched a 
counterattack for a fortified point. 
Fighting continued throughout the 
day. Having lost 200 in killed and 
seven tanks, the Germans were 
forced to retreat.” 

The communique reported that 
in the area of Velikie Luki, 280 
miles west of Moscow, the Nazis 
succeeded in pressing back Soviet 
forces and occupied one inhabited 
lgcality, but the Russians counterat- 
tacked and recaptured the settle- 
ment as wel' as another. It.said 
that in three days’ fighting the 
Germans lost 800 men killed. 

Fighting North of Stalingrad. 

Nazi tank counterattacks were 
reported also northwest of Stalin- 
grad, in the fighting on the east 
bank of the Don, and the Soviet 
high command said 10 tanks were 
burned out and 14 disabled, 

Savage fighting broke out south- 
west of the Volga city where the 
Germans were strongly reinforced. 
In one sector there, Red Star re 
ported, a column of Nazi armor 
and Cossack cavalrymen fought it 
out in a blizzard, the Cossacks 
outflanking the Germans and lead- 
ing them into a trap. 

“In the factory districts of Stal- 
ingrad’ our troops consolidated 
their positions and engaged in ar- 
tillery duels with the enemy,” the 
Russians said, “Our artillery and 
small infantry groups destroyed 40 
German blockhouses, silenced 13 
firing positions and killed about 
200 Germans.” 

Northwest of Stalingrad, dis- 
patches recounted the heroism 
Marinella Koroliova, a girl fighter, 
in the capture of a hill and the 
clearing of an entire Volga River 
area with destruction of 500 of the 
foe.

OF SHIPPING PLOT 


IN ARGENTINA 


Confessions by Six Dis- 
close Plan to Attach 
Time Bombs to Hulls 
of Allied Craft. 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
A German plan to have a deep-sea 
diver attach time bombs to hulls 
of Allied ships in Buenos Aires 
harbor was disclosed yesterday in 


published testimony of six con- 
fessed spies. This testimony also 
involved the, German Embassy 
naval attache, Capt. Dietrich Nie- 
buhr, in an Axis spy ring in Ar- 
gentina. 

The Argentine Supreme Court, 
which must decide whether there 
are grounds to prosecute Niebuhr, 
is understood to be planning a 
broad investigation of the whole 
Embassy staff. The court has 
asked for information concerning 
staff members. 

Informed quarters say that facts 
disclosed thus far only scratch the 
surface of Axis spy operations in 
Argentina, and that evidence in 
three United States memoranda— 
which touched off the investiga- 
tion—promises further sensational 
disclosures. 

One of Group Named Captain. 

Six of 38 persons detained by the 
Federal prosecutor are said to 
have confessed to charges of es- 
pionage, and one, Juan Jacobo 
Napp, “named Niebuhr as the per- 
son to whom he delivered informa- 
tion dealing principally with move- 
ments of Allied shipping. 

Another who confessed was Wal- 
ter Friewald, 37-year-old Para- 
guayan, whose father was German 
and his mother British. Friewald 
is described by one source as the 
“most dangerous” of the group, 
and a deep sea diver who had 
volunteered to attach time bombs 
to hulls of Allied ships. So far as 
known, this plan was never carried 
out, but after it was reported spe- 
cial precautions were taken, in- 
cluding sending divers to inspect 
hulls of ships before they sailed. 

Documentary Evidence. 

Documentary evidence disclosed 
along with the testimony includes 
telegraphic instructions from Ger- 
many asking spies to furnish in- 
formation “not only regarding 
English ships, but also all mari- 
time traffic except coastal. We 
need flag, name, destination, date 
of arrival and departure, cargo, 
armament, camouflage.” 

Another who confessed was Otto- 
mar Muller, whom persons close 
to the investigation have decided 
on as the man originally desig- 
nated by the German high com- 
mand to head the espionage group. 
He was removed more than a year 
ago because German spy chiefs 
mistakenly believed his activities 
had been discovered. This error, 
they said, played a part in Mul- 
ler’s undoing, for Napp was his 
successor, and Napp was dis- 
covered to be a spy. 


CITY DISMISSES FOOD CHARGE 


An information issued last month 
charging the F. M. Stamfer Co, of 
Moberly, Mo., with possession of 
adulterated foods -was .dismissed 
today by Prosecuting Attorney 
James P. Finnegan after Federal 
and State food inspectors told him 
cause for a complaint made by 
them had been eliminated. 

The complaint was made after 
inspectors found some inedible 
eggs among 3000 cartons and 952 
cans of frozen eggs the Stamfer 
company had stored in a local cold 
storage plant preparatory to a 
lend-lease shipment, Finnegan ex- 
plained. They were later removed 
by inspectors and the rest of the 
shipment was permitted to go on 
its way.

McNutt Drafting Setup, 

McNutt* began today the task 
of filling in the framework of a 
labor contro] structure. As an 
opener, McNutt scheduled a meet- 
ing with the Army and Navy 
chiefs of staff to work out some 
fundamental questions. 

The first step in his program, 
McNutt told a press conference 
yesterday, will be a “determination 
of the basic military needs for man 
power.” 

While he declined on ground of 
military secrecy to say whether he 
contemplated revision of plans for 
a total armed force vf 9,700,000 men 
by the end of next year, he said 
this of the “second step” in his 
plans: 

“The needs of industry and agri- 
culture have been estimated with 
specific reference to war produc- 
tion schedules and crop goals. 

“The total population of the na- 
tion is now considered as a nation- 
al pool from which the needs of 
the armed forces, industry, agri- 
culture and essential civilian activi- 
ties will be supplied.” 

Equal Rank for Industry. 

In supplying those needs, Mc- 
Nutt said, draft boards now being 
integrated into the War Manpow- 
er Commission will give essential 
industries and agriculture equal 
rather than secondary considera- 
tion to the armed forces’ demands. 
While this emphasis on non-mili- 
tary man power requirements 
promised something new for selec- 
tive service, McNutt said the sys- 
tem would continue “operating as 
heretofore” for the time being. 

Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, he 
added, will continue in his post of 
draft director, with McNutt in con- 
trol of policy, “until further in- 
tegration plans are perfected.” 

A usually reliable source said 
that Gen. Hershey was slated for 
the new post of vice-chairman of 
the War Manpower Commission. 
This source said the WMC man- 
agement-labor committee had rec- 
ommended the appointment and 
that McNutt would announce it in 
a reorganization intended to tight- 
en the efficiency of the commis- 
sion. 

With all voluntary enlistments 
halted, except in some special cases, 
iselective service officials will give 
inductees -a chance to express a 
preference as to which branch they 
wish to enter, although this will 
not necessarily mean, McNutt said, 
that their preference will be grant- 
ed at all times. 

McNutt gave this forecast of fu- 
ture possibilities: 

1. Rationing of scarce labor 
where man power is insufficient to 
meet all competing demands, the 
rationing to be handled through 
priorities “based o: the urgency of 
various kinds of war production 
and services and linked to the pro- 
duction schedules and the flow of 
materials.” 

2. Adjustment of hours of work 
—upward in some industries but 
downward in others—and other 
steps to increase efficiency and to 
reduce absenteeism. 

3. Transfer of hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers to more essential 
jobs, with guarantees of “suitable 
standards of wages and working 
conditions” and payment of trans-

areas and inspection of plant labor 
arrangements to prevent hoarding 
of unneeded workers.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ‘ 


OUR editorial, “Our Overworked Po- 
lice,” was not only very fair to all 
concerned, but timely as well. 

A number of years ago, I served as an 
Assistant Circuit Attorney in the City of 
St. Louis. The matter of days off and 
vacations with pay for our policemen 
was a matter of interest to me, because 
the men were always complaining about 
it and, I thought, with justification. It 
seemed inconceivable that such harsh 
working conditions should be imposed 
on anyone engaged in the public service. 

In an humble way, I tried to do some- 
thing about it through the power of sug- 
gestion, but without result. I determined 
that if the opportunity ever presented 
itself, I would try to do something about 
it. As far back as the éarly ’20s, the an- 
swer was always the same: it would need 
an act of the Legislature. 

During the recent primary and the fol- 
lowing election, I made no public an- 
nouncement of it, but I decided that if I 
were elected I would propose legisla- 
tion to carry out the recommendations 
of the Governmental Research Institute 
of St. Louis. 

I had no jdea what the public reac- 
tion might be, so naturally I was de- 
lighted to read your forceful editorial on 
the subject. Personally, I do not feel 
that legislation is necessary, but if our 
Police Board will not act without legis- 
lation, then a proper bill should be in- 
troduced. Previously, I have discussed 
this matter with a number of other Rep- 
resentatives, and in fairness to them, it 
should be said that they are in hearty 
accord and have expressed their willing- 
ness to join in proposing and sponsoring 
such legislation. 

Thank you for your fine editorial, be- 
cause I sincerely believe that the welfare 
of a great city depends primarily upon 
the effectiveness of its Police Depart- 
ment. In the past I have said hundreds 
of times: “A good Police Department—a 
good city.”

The tales that have come 
from German concentration camps, where innocent 
and unprotesting persons have been scourged, shot 
and strangled are enough to make one’s blood run 
cold. 

The 110,000 Japs in this country, supposedly Amer- 
icanized, on the contrary, have been treated with 
utmost consideration. A Nov, 23 dispatch from Par- 
ker, Ariz., another so-called relocation center, told 
of “a five-day rebellion” during which “‘banrfers bear- 
ing Jap characters flew and Jap martial music was 
played.” At this center, a pro-Axis group seized 
control and pulled off a general strike. 

It is reported from still another “relocation cen- 
ter” at Tulelake, Cal., that “use of milk among the 
Japs has multiplied several times since they entered 
the center. Schools are operating fully. Adults take 
up instruction in woodwork, sewing, race relation- 
ships and even Shakespeare.” What! No champagne 
and caviar? 

One Jap at Tulelake expressed concern that the 
fence around the place was so low and insecure and 
that the watch towers are seldom manned by sol- 
diers. “I am not worrfed about anyone getting out,” 
he explained, “but I am worried that, under certain 
circumstances, some who don’t belong here might 
try to get in.” Meanwhile, American prisoners in 
Japan have been treated like dogs, starved and 
beaten. 

The relocation centers sound as though they have 
been invented by some of the more super-sentimen- 
tal bureaucrats of the Roosevelt administration. It 
might be passed over in silence except that, when 
Japs in these camps are able to start general strikes, 
to riot, to attack American troops and the like, the 
time has come to transform the “centers” into places 
where these dangerous people are put under proper 
discipline, 

We think the administrators of the camps where 
disorders have occurred should be fired forthwith, 
and that their places should be taken by officials 
who know how to maintaim an atmosphere of order, 
discipline and respect. 
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NEW STRIKE THREAT AT EAST ALTON. ; 

The threatened strike at the East Alton plant of 
the Western Cartridge Co. has been postponed until 
Thursday, to allow time for a conference between 
union and company officers, We hope it will be 
postponed.indefinitely. Though the company’s labor 
policy is far from what it should be, our fighting 
men desperately need the munitions that this plant 
produces. The thing for the workers to do is to 
keep on making those munitions, and let the proper 
Federal agency handle their grievances. 

The union involved in this dispute, the latest of 
a long series at the Hast Alton plant, is a relative 
newcomer, District 50 of the United Mine Workers, 
being promoted by John L. Lewis. It represents only 
a small minority of plant employes, but a strike 
by them would cripple production. This union should 
have learned something from the penalty meted out 
to the AFL Chemical Workers’ Union by the War 
Labor Board only last week. The WLB deprived 
this union of its maintenance-of-membership clause 
for six months because of its “thoroughly irresponsi- 
ble disregard of national obligations” in going on 
strike three months ago. 

Does District 50 want to be publicly branded as 
unpatriotic? Worse, does it want to deprive our 
fighters in North Africa and the Solomons of the 
munitions they need to achieve victory and preserve 
their own lives? If it doesn’t, it will call off a 
strike that would be 100 per cent indefensible. 
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CHANCE TO TEST A THEORY, 

Among the comments made after the opening of 
the North African front was that, if it had come 
before the November election, Democratic losses 
would not have been so great. .” : 

A chance to test this theory now comes in the 
special election to be held to choose a successor 
for Republican Congressman Philip A. Bennett of 
the Sixth Missouri District, who has just died.

For these reasons, the special election will be 
watched with interest by politicians everywhere. 

IS LEGISLATION NECESSARY? 

Action to end the unusually burdensome working 
conditions of the St. Louis police force is promised 
by Milton F. Napier, Representative-elect from the 
First District, in a letter which appears on this 
page today. Personally acquainted with the griev- 
ances of the men because of his experience as Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney, Napier promises to introduce 
remedial legislation as soon as.he takes his seat at 
Jefferson City. 

But is legislation necessary to give our policemen 
a day off once a week, to give them a vacation once 
a year? The experts of the Governmental Research 
Institute, when they published their survey of the 
Police Department, expressed their conviction that 
the Police Board has full powers to correct the pres- 
ent bad situation. Mr. Napier is of the same opinion. 
Others have also declared that the law sets only a 
minimum—ndot a maximum—standard for days off. 
It leaves the commissioners entirely free to bring 
police working conditions more closely in line with 
those prevailing in other fields. 

The commissioners surely can take the initiative 
in granting the men more than the two days off once 
a month which are now the rule, It is hard‘to 
believe that anybody would oppose such action. If

The Netherlands 
monarch visualizes a commonwealth‘ setup,. in which 
the colonies would have domestic self-government 
and become virtual partners of the mother country 
in foreign affairs. 

The Queen is assuming, of course, that some form 
of colonial system will remain after the war, and 
that the proposals for mandates or for an inter- 
national pool of colonies, looking to their ultimate 
independence, will not be carried out, The conces- 
sions she does propose are broad, however, con- 
sidering the kind of rule that had prevailed: in the 
Dutch Hast Indies before their conquest by Japan, 

The Indies’ major function was the enrichment 
of Holland. A recent World Peace Foundation study 
says: “From’ their possession ‘of the islands, the 
‘Dutch have derived much of their wealth and of 
their position in the world.” The natives form 97% 
per cent of the population, but only one of them 
was in the $40,000-$80,000 income bracket in 1937, 
while 90 Europeans and 16 Chinese were in this 
group. Illiteracy among the natives is 95 per cent 
and, according to John Gunther, “the public school 
system is a myth.” ; ; 

Government was almost wholly in the hands of the 
Dutch, though natives held some minor posts, The 
franchise was extremely limited, and the Volksraad, 
or People’s Assembly, had little power, for the Gov- 
ernor-General could override any action it took.

So it appears that, when the Pearl Harbor case 
comes up on the docket fn the war-guilt trials after 
peace returns, the Japs are going to plead self-de- 
fense instead of insanity. 
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A TYPICAL REPUBLICAN CHOICE. 

Harrison E. Spangler, the new chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, is a typical G. O. P. 
choice. He looks both backward and ‘forward— 
backward to the time when his party was in power 
and forward to the time when it may come into 
power again. What his political outlook is can be 
judged from his first words to the members of the 
committee who had just chosen him to head the 
party organization: 


I don’t take it as a personal tribute. You have 
done it in a spirit of doing what you can to 
defeat the New Deal. I started after that ani- 
mal in 1932 and hope in 1944 I can be there 
at the kill. 


Efforts to get the 63-year-old Iowa lawyer to de- 
fine precisely what he meant by the New Deal were 
generally unsuccessful, He said he wasn’t against 
social security, but he did oppose “regimentation.” 
When he was asked what he thought of the admin- 
istration’s labor policy, he didn’t answer. He said 
he wasn’t an expert on international affairs and he 
can be taken at his word. In short, his Republican 
views are the kind that he might have been expected 
to inherit from his Iowa farmer-politician father, 
Zwingle Spangler, in the post-Civil War era. 

To the extent that Wendell Willkie’s chief aim 
was to prevent the election of Werner W. Schroeder, 
Illinois committeeman, on whom the label of the 
Chicago Tribune’s isolationism hag been pinned, the 
1940 Republican nominee succeedéd. The defeat of Mr. 
Schroeder, however was much more of a practical 
political victory for retiring Chairman Joseph W. 
Martin than it was a policy victory for Mr. Willkie. 
Mr. Willkie would have welcomed a chairman with 
his own views on international affairs. Congress- 
man Martin and the other managers of the meeting 
wanted only a stop-gap organizer who would antago- 
nize no important G. O. P. faction. They got one. —

Reserves Were Exhausted. 


On Sept. 29, the high command pressed 
for an immediate peace offer. Ludendorff 
said he had no more reserves available for 
the Western front. On Sept. 30, he stated 
that every day of delay and inaction might 
have fatal consequences. 


On Oct, 3, in reply to a telegram from the 
Imperial Chancellor asking how long the 
army could keep the enemy from Germany, 
Hindenburg said: “We can’ only hope that 
we shall protect German soil up to next 
spring.” 

On Oct. 9, in response to the Chancellor’s 
question as to the possibility of a collapse 
before spring, Ludendorff said: “There is 
always the danger of a collapse, I am not 
afraid of it. But it is possible’’ He also 
said they could anticipate several more 
weeks of big attacks.

There are interesting parallels between 
1918 and 1942. In both years Germany be- 
gins to give up conquered territory; its al- 
lies have been defeated; the transportation 
is breaking down; its population is suffer- 
ing a lack of food and the disillusion of a 
cessation: of victories. 


Most important of all, its Army may be 
conscious of impending disaster, It is not 
in the code of the professional soldier to 
continue fighting after he shas- become con- 
vinced that the longer the struggle goes on, 
the greater will be the disaster. 


Ludendorff recognized that Aug. 8, 1918, 
was a black day in German history. Gen- 
erals highly placed may well have picked 
out a similar day in 1942, If the home front 
was undermined by what soldiers on leave 
could tell in 1918, what must be the stories 
told at home in 1942 by those who return 
from Russia or Africa? 

As in 1918, there is the specter of the 
Americans, There must be plenty of Ger- 
mans who say as in 1918, “The American 
figures are always right.” 

There are differences between 1918 and 
1942, and perhaps the greatest of these 
is Hitler, but even at this point, it may be 
doubted whether Hitler had more personal 
loyalty in 1939 than the Kaiser had in 1914. 

The realities of military defeat, lack of 
man power and domestic misery may have 


‘the same decisive effect as in 1918 and at 


the same tempo.

ing of milk by-products be elimi- 
nated and that a majority of farm 
requirements be removed for pro- 
duction of Grade C milk, which 
could be used for making by- 
products, 

He said the return of Grade A 
milk and milk products to distrib- 
uters by grocery stores, restau- 
rants and similar business estab- 
lishments would be prohibited aft-' 
er tomorrow, when the recently en- 
acted city ordinance governing the 
return of milk goes into effect. 

The ordinance, he said, was 
passed to conserve the supply of 
milk and does not affect the quali- 
ty of milk. He suggested that re- 
tailers of milk and its products be 
careful not to overstock: and that 
consumers place their orders in 


.jadvance with their milkman or 


grocer to aid him in determining 
his supply. 

The dairies also recommended that 
the ordinance be amended to elim- 
inate the requirement that the day 
of pasteurization be placed on milk 
labels and that the time required 
for bacteriological test of Grade C 
milk be reduced from three and a 
half hours to two hours. 

Im proposing the relaxation of 
farm requirements for Grade C, the 
dairies advocated, however, the 
continuance of disease tests for 
cows but suggested the abolition of 
certain rules relating to the sani- 
tary condition of the barn, barn- 
yard and milkhouse, 

Mayor Becker has appointed. a 
committee of milk producers and 
distributors, city and Government 
officials to study the dairies’ plan.

Tickets were recalled yesterday 
from the competing teams upon 
Eastman’s belated .order to keep 
team followers from traveling. 


Tennessee reported all would be 
sent back, but Tulsa said some 
tickets had been sold and no rec- 
ords kept. 

The biggest headache for the 
Sug “Bowlers, who emphasize 
they want to co-operate fully with 
the Government, is the control of 
local sales of tickets for non-resi- 
dents. Boxoffices have been open 
here for some time and ticket sell- 
ers can’t be expected to recognize 
out-of-towners among the more 
than half;a million Orleanians. 
Then, too, presumably anyone with 
the price can step up to the gate 
New Year’s day and buy his way 
into the ninth annual classic. 

The Government might require 
ticket purchasers to provide affi- 
davits of residency in order to get 
the pasteboards but, although the 


Sugar Bowl has no definite figures, 
probably half of the 73,000 tickets 
already have been sold locally. 
There appears no practical way 
of recalling those purchased for 
visitors. Many of them bought 
through local agents, others by 
mail. Some records were kept on

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Men In Say 
By HENRY McLEMORE 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 7. 
66 E in Atlanta are delivering the goods. Those of us 
Ww. know say, ‘Don’t lose your freedom.’” This is 
the inscription on a huge banner that hangs in the 
Federal Penitentiary here. The men behind the walls do not 
lie when they say that they are 
delivering. Not even the workers 
in the Henry J. Kaiser shipyards 
have so speeded up production as 
have these men in gray behind 
the towering walls. Their pay is 
but a pittance as compared to 
those of workers outside, and they 
have no union to protect or fight 
for their interests, but they now 
are working 56 hours a week, 
when even the prison laws require 
f no more than 48 hours of them. 
ms When the nation went to war, they 
asked to be allowed to lengthen 
HENRY McLEMORE their working hours, and to toil 
on Sundays, Saturdays and holidays. On New Year's day, 
1942, the entire prison population volunteered to work and 
contribute what they earned to the Red Cross. Since Pearl 
Harbor they have purchased more than $30,000 in War Bonds 
out of their scanty pay. They have donated nearly $2000 to 
the Red Cross, and they have given more than 500 pints of 
blood, or a good 10 per cent of all the blood donated in this 


area. 


x * * 

THEY ARE BUILDING many vital things for the Army 
and the Navy. Out of their shops come aviator kit bags, 
azimuth cases, canvas hampers, canvas water tanks, clothing, 
cotton duck for military purposes, mail bags, mattresses, sea 
bags, shell covers, stretchers, tarpaulins, tents, and trunk and 
plane covers. I went through the big prison with Warden 
Joseph W. Sanford, originator of the Sanford Plan, which, 
in a nutshell, maintains that if prisoners are treated as men 
they will respond as men. Proof of how well this rehabilita- 
tion plan works was before my eyes everywhere I turned. 
Once the Big Gate.clanged behind me, I lost all sense of being 
in a prison. We walked through humming cotton — mills, 
where busy workers nodded at their boss and smiled. We 
visited classrooms where men were learning everything from 
their ABC’s to complicated trades. We walked through a 
library that many a college would like to own, and through 
Bible classes where men gathered of their own free will and 
accord to study the Book whose rules they had broken.

NEVER ONCE WAS there a single reminder that we 
were inside prison walls. The men didn’t shuffle. They looked 
you in the eye. There were no lines of marching men. They 
walked about like students on a campus. Inside the prison 
proper the guards are completely uuarmed. There is not a 
single blackjack, a single billy, or a gun, Im fact, the only 
men who had instruments that could be used for violence, 
were the prisoners themselves. They wielded mallets, 
scissors and cutting knives while their guards walked about 
unarmed. In one four-story industrial building there was 
but one guard,

THE PRISON MAGAZINE, The Atlantan, is one of the 
best magazines published in the South. Its editorial policy 
now is based on the value of prisoners as fighting men and 
it makes a very good case of it. The magazine’s humor page 
reflects the cheerful attitude of the men behind the walls. An 
item on the blood bank is typical: “Don’t be surprised if you 
hear the news that some American soldier down in Austra- 
lia wins the D. S. C. and steals the Colonel’s watch all at 
the same time. It won’t be his fault. It'll be mine, and the 
Red Cross will share the rap for they came out and let us 
give them blood this month.” It was heartening to visit this 
prison and meet the man who runs it,

Then remove from the 
steamer and bake in a slow oven 
(300 degrees) for 30 minutes long- 
er, to dry the tops. Makes about 
four pounds fruit cake.

8 Stuffed meats — heart, rolled 
breast, boned shoulder, etc., with 
bread dressing. 

9. Pot roasts or braised meats 
with plenty of gravy or sauce. 

10. Meat with dried beans or peas 
—such as baked beans with salt 
pork, split pea soup with ham 
shahk, boiled beans with bacon,

HIS is the story of Cousin 

Emmy, a Kentucky mountain 

girl who has come to consid- 
erable success in radio through the 
natural combination of a singing 
voice that embodies‘all the nuances 
of a hog caller with a set of over- 
developed adenoids and the most 
remarkable ability for assaulting 
the King’s English yet to be heard 
on the airwaves. 

Cousin Emmy prepared for her 
radio career by absorbing exactly 
three days forma] schooling, sup- 
plemented by doing cackle yodeling 
and picking a five-string }uitar at 
bean hullings in the Kentucky. 
hills. The technique thus perfect- 
ed, and to date unchanged, now 
nourishes her bank account to the 
extent of $350 a week, and pro- 
duces fan mail in proportions 
known to tax Uncle Sam’s delivery 
facilities. 

Three times a day, six days a 
week, Monday through Saturday, 
Cousin Emmy takes to the air over 
KMOX. She calls her program 
“Cousin Emmy and Her Kinfolks.” 
The first session of hillbilly jam- 
boreeing for St. Louis consumption 
takes place from 5:25 to 6:25 in 
the morning; the second, origi- 
nating in KMOX and piped to Chi- 
cago’s WBBM, from 3:15 to 3:45 
in the afternoon, and the third hoe- 
down derby and serving of unadul- 
terated corn for the local radio ap- 
petite is on the air from 4 to 4:30 
p. m, 

“By rights you cain’t call me a 
hillbilly; I’m rightly a singer of 
maountin’ ballads,” Cousin Emmy 
straightened us out yesterday after 
we had watched her put on her 
4 to 4:30 program, during which 
she sawed on a fiddle, tortured a 
guitar, yippeed and yodeled, in- 
dulged in a little psalm singing in 
the best mountain manner and 
stirred her “kinfolks” into such 
frenzied performances that the 
jamboree rattled the windows of 
the radio control room. 

“She sure knows,” admitted a 
control man, “how to keep that 
program hopped up.” 

Ballad singin’ Cousin Emmy— 
her rea] name’s Joy May Creasy— 
has a real life story that would 
make a Horatio Alger hero’s 
troubles look like 10 cents worth 
of sausage meat. Born in a shack 
fn the Kentucky hills, 18 miles 
from the nearest railroad, Cousin 
Emmy’s childhood was in the best 
big-family-struggling-for - existence 
tradition. 

“I started strippin’ tobakker 
when I was 8, I reckon,” she says. 
“Summers I chopped out corn and 
winters I wormed and suckered to- 
bakker. I reckon I allus wuz a 
showoff, ‘cause I can remember 
when ma would leave me in the 
tobakker patch and tell me to do 
one row, I'd sing and dance and 
slap my legs and entertain the 
seven other of us kids to git the 
to do my work for me.” : 

One day it came Cousin Emmy’s 
turn to ride into Glasgow, Ky., 
with her pa to sell a load of to- 
bacco. In a Glasgow general mer- 
chandising store, she saw and 
heard a radio for the first time 
and in that moment ambition was 
born in Cousin Emmy. 

“T got me a banjer and fer three 
years I prayed to git on the ra- 
dio,” Cousin Emmy explains 
solemnly. “Finally, pa giv’ me a 
little tobakker patch of my own 
and said I could have all the 
money. that come out of that 
patch. When I got me a few dol- 
lars saved up, I went all the way,

135 miles, to Louisville to Station 
WHAS, but I couldn’t git nobody 
to listen to me, so I went on back 
home and prayed some more and 
kept right on entertainin’ at bean 
hullin’s and pie suppers and quilt- 
in’ bees.” 

After another year of praying 
and practicing on the homefolks, 
Cousin Emmy made her second 
journey to Louisville and finally 
landed a spot on WHAS. Her 
ambitions and her prayers real- 
ized, she concealed from the stu- 
dio that she had sperit all her 
money getting to Louisville and 
for almost a week went without 
food, 

“I jest lived on happiness,” 
Cousin Emmy says. “And I ain’t 
never regretted it. Folks was so 
nice to me right off the bat and 
they liked my program so much 
that after a year of singin’ for the 
station, I got me a big. sponsor 
right off and things has been just 
lovely ever since.”

HATEVER it was—and still 
W is—that Cousin Emmy brought 

to her radio program sudden- 
ly awakened WHAS to the fact 
that she was one fo their biggest 
draws. A breakfast food sponsor 
promptly bought her up and, after 
two years over WHAS, transferred 
her and the program to a Kansas 
City station for another year, 

“I used to travel back and forth 
‘tween Kansas City and Council 
Bluffs, Ioway, in an airyplane— 
that was after they got me trained 
so I could ride in the thing,” she 
traces her ascent to success. “I 
had radio programs in both them 
towns. And then I went back to 
WHAS for two more years for an- 
other sponsor. It got so folks 
wanted me to make personal ap- 
pearances, too, and sometimes I'd 
g0 maybe two hundred miles into 
the mountains in.a day to make a 
personal appearance and then do 
my radio program, too, Well, fi- 
nally I got so I was makin’ me 
around $700 a week all told. I fig- 
fered that was pretty good, so I 
bought my own time on WHAS 
and started in to sell my own mer- 
chandise.” 

Cousin Emmy’s “own merchan- 
dise” was birthstone rings and 
while the program lasted, it set a 
new record on WHAS for commer- 
cial appeal, 

“I like folks and I like shakin’ 
folks’ hands,” says Cousin Emmy, 
“and it looked like the hand of 
every one of them folks I shook 
wanted to wear one of them birth- 
stone rings.” ‘ 

Last year, her old sponsor bought 
time over KMOX and now three 
times a day she lends her unusual 
talents to programs selling hair 
dye and patent medicine: Personal 
appearances in towns around St. 
Louis are no longer possible; since 
gas rationing, but she isn’t com- 
plaining. 

“I’m still a thankin’ God that I 
got out of that there tobakker 
patch,” she says, 

Something of an accomplished 
musician, she can play 14 different 
instruments, including a musical 
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saw and an Inflated rubber glove. 
She can’t read a note of music, * 
she has innumerable compositions 
to her credit, including numbers 
entitled “Bowling .Green” and 
“Ruby,” which she occasionally 
sings over the air. 

“T just” get out my old banjer 
and pick out a tune and write me 
some words to it,” she explains. 
“Then I go to somebody that 
knows how to write. music and 
git them to put it down on paper 
for me and then me and my kin- 
folds play. it.. I’ve wrote some 
beautiful hymns, too, but the two 
I like best is called ‘How Close Is 
It to Heaven’ and ‘Once I was a 
Sinner.’ ” . 

Cousin Emmy, raised in the 
moonshinin’ mountains, “where it 
weren’t nothing for the menfolks 
to ride right through the church 
house” and “folks is just now be- 
ginnin’ to get civilized,” was 
“saved” some few years back and 
religious scruples prevent her from 
working on Sunday. ; 

“Any day but Sunday I love 
work, real hard work,” she says, 
“but Sunday I won’t do nothin’ 
unless it’s sing in church. But 
other days durin’ the time I ain’t 
on the air or rehearsin’, I'm a 
scrubbin’ in my apartment or a- 
makin’ Christmas relish or some- 
thin’ like that.” 

With a native shrewdness that 
overbalances her lack of education, 
Cousin Emmy is looked upon in 
radio as an astute business woman. 
She demands and gets top billing 
on any program on which she ap- 
pears. She arranges and directs 
her programs and while on the air 
drives her “kinfolks” to secure 
just the pitch of excitement she 
wants. 

“It ain’t no trouble puttin’ the 
program together,” she explains. 
“We just get to playin’ and get 
happy and the first thing we fig- 
ured out what we want to play 
and sing and then I just mark it 
down on an old paper sack or 
whatever happens to be handy.” 

Most of Cousin Emmy’s “kin- 
folks” have been recruited on ama- 
teur contests she has held. 

“I remember how I near broke 
my heart tryin’ to get on the ra- 
dio,” she says, “and I like to give 
other folks a chance,” 

Occasionally .she hears of kids 
back in the Kentucky mountains 
that she thinks might ‘fit into her 
program. This happened last year 
when she was afranging a new 
program. She informed studio of- 
ficials that she was going after 
them after she had attended to a 
certain bit of business having to do 
with a movie test in the east. The 
officials offered to send after the 
kids and have them ready when she 
returned, 

“Them kids,” said Cousin Em- 
my, “is real mountain kids and 
they wouldn’t foller nohody out of 
them hills but me.” The studio of- 
ficials discovered, after an abortive 
try, that she was right. 

Five feet, six inches tall, Cousin 
Emmy weighs 120 pounds and has 
made certain concessions to fash- 
ion, but she says that at heart she’s

HOSPITAL AUTHORITIES are 
frankly puzzled as to why this 
shortage should exist. Some of 
them believe that the superior at- 
traction of the WAACS and 
WAVES has been so publicized 
that it-has turned the attention of 
the young women from the less 
glamorous role of the nurse, 

Still another explanation has 
been that the course is too long. 
I am inclined to believe there is a 
good deal to this objection and for 
the period of the emergency I 
think a year and a half instead of 
the present requirement of three 
years is quite enough to fit an in- 
telligent young woman to take up 
the duties of a nurse. 

Certainly the armed forces 
would benefit by. getting more 
nurses sooner if the course were 
reduced to the one-and-one-half- 
year period with an arrangement 
after the war is over to allow, 
these nurses to complete their 
nursing course of three years. 
understand that the National 
League of Nursing Education is 
contemplating a recommendation 
that the course be reduced to two 
and one-half years, but in my opin- 
ion this is not enough of a reduc- 
tion.

THE ARMY, NAVY and the 
Public Health Service will certain- 
ly need nurses for a period of at 
least five os 10 years, Even if hos- 
tilities should cease in 1943 the 
Nursing Corps, with the Medical 
Corps, will probably be the last to 
be demobilized, This, of course, 
stands to reason and is perfectly 
natural because after hostilities 
have ceased there will be a num- 
ber of wounded and convalescent 
men to be taken care of for 
months and years to come. 

At the same time civilian hos- 
pitals have been increasing their 
demands for nursing and hospital 
personnel. Charles P. Taft is 
quoted as saying that 10 years ago 
hospital superintendents stated 
they needed 17,700 graduated 
nurses, 8120 student nurses and 10,- 
000 other persons giving nursing 
care, A recent survey of these 
‘same hospitals showed that they 
then employed 66,100 graduate 
nurses, 52,400 student nurses and 
55,800 other persons giving nurs 
ing care. 

If a campaign is needed to ob- 
tain the number of nurses the sit- 
uation G@emands, let us get the 
campaign started at once.
